CITY OP OHBSTER SUNK. 



Tim s. S. Oceanic Orashes.Intd Her at 
Uoideii (fate 'and.'She' Sinks in 
Five' Miuuteis. 



Thirteen of the I'aaiiHUKors and Crew Drowued 
—A Terrible Hceue on the Deck of the 
Fated Vesselr-Several AcconnU 
of the TWrlble Aoctdent ' 



San I'^H.i.vi.'isi.'o, Aug. '21.'. — Tlie atesni- 
or Oceanic, from China and .Japan, col- 
lided with and sunk thu steamer City of 
Chester this morning at tlie entrance to 
tlie Golden Gate. The City of Chester 
had jiiat sailed with <iver - 70 paaaengera 
for Eureka, Cal. The City of Chester 
was coiiinianded by Cajitain Wallace, 
.She loft hut btiViU iit'll u'elnuk thia miirn- 
ing. Sheneaiedihe I'ruaidio ruaeaurva- 
tioii, whicii is just inside of Golden (iute 
Straits. Tlie atinoaiihero became very 
thick and objects were scarcely disting- 
uishable at oluae range. A few minutes 
before 10 rt'clocit a huge vessel was not- 
iced dii-uetly ill front of tho Ghostor, boiii-- 
iiig right down u)jon her. Bufore any at 
Itiiiipt on llio part of tho Ohoatur's ollieera 
uoiild bo niatle Ui ehaiiKo ihe ooiirae and 
avert a disaaler ii torrilie ei aali waa heard, 
ami alio began tu aiiik. I iiiiiieiliately 
there waa a panic on buard and iiiaiiy of 
her jiaasuiigurs h;a|jud into tho water mak- 
ing for the shore. Thu vessel which 
hud given the Chester her- deiitii 
blow was tho Oceanic from tho 
Orient, with 80 cabin pasauiigera and a 
ibouHaiid t!liineso. Buala wore apeeiiily 
kiwei-oil friiiii her ami the work of reaeuu 
euiiinioiiceil. .-Vluioal iiiiiiiediattily thu 
body of a dead man waa picked up and 
it was found tu bu the steward of the un- 
lucky Cheater. A large number, who were 
lloatiiig about in the wattjr on wreckage 
and lifo ])reaervoi'a, were readied by the 
boats and tuga, and the bay sLeaiiior, .San 
liafaol, which liad eniiie to tho Uliealer's 
aasisLanco, ami taken abuard the Octiauie. 
Tlio Chester rapidly Idled after alio Imd 
been struck, and was under water within 
four or five minutes. When the work of 
rescue had buuu about completed and thu 
roll called for those saved, it was found 
tliat fifteen passengers and tlirue of the 
crew hud been drowned. Capt. • Thomas 
\Vallaco, of thu Chester, when seen by a 
Postal proas roportur about noon, made 
tho following rough sUdeniunt : " We 
woro making otir way out against a 
strong Hood tide, when 1 heard a whistle 
ahead, and from the direction from which 
the sound came I; thought -^e were all 
right, but next instant I saw the dark 
hull of tho (Jeeanic abuvo mo as alio 
crashed iiitii our pui t aide noar the furo- 
halch. The fog waa so thick we could aee 
nothing ami thu dbaastor happened quick- 
er by a gooJ deal than I can tell it. The 
water must be forty fathuma deep at that 
point and we went dowii rapidly.' ' The 
confusion was great, but the men did the 
be.Ht they ciiuld. They got out the boats 
and pasaeiigera hh quickly aa poaaihlo and 
were transferred to thu Ocuanic. I was 
thrown into water and had to scramble 
out from tho wreckayo. It was reported 
when we started for the shore that fifteen 
I If sixteen had bean drowned. One poor 
fellow was crushed to death between the 
two vessels. The Oceanic was a long 
time in getting her boats into the water. 
I understand that her Chinese crew of 90 
wore afraid to man thorn, fearing that 
when our steamer eank they would 
be drawn down and engulfed. 
Among those, who wore on board 
'whjan she sank wore Captain 
Thomas Wallace, first mate C. McCallum, 
second mate J. Lunden, third mate S. N. 
Sunkgroen, purser O. G. Debeny, chief 
engineer F. C. Cooleson, first assistant 
engineer W. liowey, Becond assistant 
engineer li. Coinatock. There waa also a 
crew of 37, but a good many of them 
jumped on board the Ocoaiiic directly she 
struck the Chestor. The Chester was 
valued at ?150,000, and insured iu various 
cnmpaniua for 870,000. She was an iron 
vessel of 7'Hu tons burden.

The Kiivlerii lluoilh. 

Nkw York, Aug. 22, — Yostoiday's 
atorm appears to have been Uiuch more 
e.^lenaive and caused more damage than 
was first supposed. In Pennsylvania all 
the streams are reported greatly swollen, 
and railroads interfered with tiy wasliouts 
and damaged bridges. In the .Schuylkill 
coal regions many collories were compelled 
to suspend operations on account of the 
niinoH being flooded. In Pittsburg and 
Allegheny a ktge'number/of ^;,(»llars were 
flooded, houses wrecked'aud streets flood- 
ed. A number of iron nulls were com- 
pelled to shut down. The Pennsylvania 
railroad is impassible between Pittsburg 
and Greensburg. The Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad is even more seriously 
crippled. It is not thought trains 
will be able to pass over the Wheel- 
ing division within a week. Tracks of 
the Pittsburg & Western are several feet 
under water, and a number of freight 
cars have been floated from thuir trucks 
and wrecked. Along tho banks of the 
Yougliiageny, Allegheny end Monong- 
ahela Rivers, hundreds of houses are 
flooded and the families compelled to 
vacate them. A number of buildings have 
also been swept away. In Eastern Ohio 
and West Virginia the floods are doing 
immense damage. Tho Panhandle and 
Cleveland and Pittsburg roads are over- 
flowed in several places, while the Bel- 
laire, Zanesville & Cincinnati Railway is 
closed entirely.

J'roni Kent county, Md., reports 
come that ton persons were killed by the 
storm. Wires are all down and news 
comes in slowly. At Chestertown, 
Md., Kreb's can factory was de- 
molished and tho foUc/wing killed: 
Chas. Schweitzenberg, Chas. Beauchamp 
and wife, liaiirie Ainpies, August fioate. 
wife and two boys, and Rossie Gould. 
Three others injured. There were thirty- 
four persons in the building when it was 
blown down. In the vioinityof Now York 
city the storui was very severe, but no 
serious damage is reported beyond flooded 
streets and some delay on the railroads. 
The storm at sea waa ])robably very heavy 
and fears are enturtjiinud that great dam- 
age has been done to shipping. 

Fatal K.'Kiilusioii. 

BiiADKORD, Pa., Aug, 22. — At nine 
o'clock to-night two uiun wero instantly 
killed and several others injured by the 
explosion of an iron pipe on tho balcony 
of Di. Roid'a ollice, 75 Main street. Tlio 
pipe was improvised as a feeder fur red 
and blue tire powder, the powder 
dropping through the pipe into a 
projecting natural gas torch. The 
pipe exploded, shattering part of the bal- 
cony and splitting tho pijie into fragnionts. 
One of the tlying pieces struck Robert 
Hurley, who waa standing on the opposite 
aide of the street, tearing away the whole 
top of his headr W. E. Curtis, of Rew 
City, and Ed. Duel were also fatally in- 
jured.

To tlui many wliu ;iru coii- 
oeinud in mining ventures here, the 
annual report on the IMineral resuurceB of 
the United Statea for the' ^ear 1887 will 
prove more than intereatiug. Through 
the 'bourtesy of the Chief of the Division 
of Mining Statistics and Teclnu>lf>gy of 
the United States Department of the In- 
terior wo have been fin-nished with 
adviuicf sheets, from which we gather the

the statement is '-^^Sft.OOO.OOO, This 
is the largest total ever reached by 
the mineral industries of any country. It 
is nearly $73,000,000 more than the pro- 
duct of the United States in 1886, and 
considerably more tlian 8100,000,000 in 
excess of tlie year 1S85. Of many items 
wiiich have contributetl to this result it 
will be noted that all the metals increased 
in quantity, except gold and the minor 
metal, nickel, and nearly all increased in 
griee. ..The signifieanoe of this u -aeeii in 
the incireiisj^.in produotion ofiVheiuels ue- 
ccBBaiy_: {bro reducing these - 'iiietali and 
preparing them for' use. ' All "of 'these 
fuels, including natural gas, show a 
marktid increase. The increased valuo of 
building st(Uie is principally due to a more 
careful canvass of this indiistiy than has 
been possible in previous years.

The news that has arrived by w;iy of 
Victoria, li,C., of tho explorations of Mr, 
Ogilvie, who, while surveying the far 
Northwest of Cimada on boIi.aTf of thu 
Dominion ( I'ovormnent, wintered on the 
Yukon, is veiy gratifying. He uxploi'ed 
the Yukon for 700 miles and found it very 
rich in gold ami silver, some of the miners 
making Large sums. 'I'liis result is oidy a 
fresh instance of the fact that tho more 
Canadian territoiy is explored the ' richer 
it is found to bo. This is the case even 
ill localities which have been sui)posed to 
be most iinpromising. The old Jiudson's 
Bay Territory, said to bo only fit for a 
hunting ground, is now proved 
to be onu (jf the greatest graiii- 
jinjducing countries in the world, 
licsidos its nat.uiiifl wealth in other re- 
spects. Tho British Columbitm "sea of 
mountains," of which wo (mco heard so 
much, turns out to bo excoptionally rich 
in ininomis, clothed with luxuriant for 
osts, with which fertile agricultural laiids 
are internpoised, winle its i.'oiisls leoiii 
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with fash of the most valuable kinds. The 
nortli shore of Lake Sui)erior, described 
as sterile rooks, is found to be one of the 
richest mineral districts in the world, and 
boi^o by jno means destitute of ' other, re- 
sources. (jThe supposed fejttunaion of "The 
A^ne^ic•n DeTOrt,'^wh^cl|^wo were told re- 
duced the Oa^ian NjjrthWest Territories 
to a more narrow fertile bolt, really 
has no existence, bemg well adapted 
tor pHstui'e, and uvcn for agiicul- 
ture, while ony scantiness of timber 
tor fuel is more than compensated by pro- 
ductive mines of choice coal. Even the 
supposed frozen north is shown by thu 
investigations of the committee on the 
Mackonaio river basin to be largely fitted 
for cultivation, to be one of ,the jgreatest 
petroleum 'diitribti'or,' ' wdrld, and to 
be enriched wittf bther ' natural wealth 
throughout its thousands of miles of in- 
land navigation. And now we learn au- 
thoritatively that even tho Arctic Yukon 
yields gold enough to conipensato tho ad- 
venturous for all tho hardships thoy may 
undergo. The riches of our country seem 
to be limitless, f(U' the apparent limits of 
the day are constantly extended with 
every fresh exploration or practical test. 
It isi indeed, a land of which its people 
may well be proud, and they wtmld bo 
craven pessimists did thoy not feel con 
fidence in its future.

Till tho 
govornmontal decision is arrived at, the 
discussion, thus limited, cannot, 1 appro 
bend, be too full or too prolonged. The 
government are the virtual trustees of the 
grant, and even if, as has been intimated, 
they have made any sort of a promise, 
expressed or implied, to pay over the grant 
rhoy are sm;ely no|; boutid l?y such, prom 
iso, shoiild thoy discover afterwards 
that it woidd bo injurious to the purpose 
of theii trust to do so in the promises. If 
a trustee, in failing to carry out a prom 
iso, di;es a wrong, redress must come in 
some other way. The promise is his t>\\u. 
tlie trust is another's. Though there be 
nothing in the 2e(^.in this case to bind 
the government, the svirit and purpose of 
the grant are binding, namely, to do the 
best thoy can with the money, not for the 
subscriliers, but for the public.

Theae . motors are of all sizes, from 
Balf horse power for driving sewing 
'lines and such other light work, up 
vend hundred horse power, for heavy 
work. They are becoming a dilvlng force 
In almost every industry, and can be atU 
laed in localities where the oost of ' ' ' 
Ing fuel would almost equal their 
In^ expenses. 

. Our readers have already been made 
familiar with the names of Bomo of the 
towns and cities in the United States, 
nearly fifty in all, tliat have adopted, or 
are preparing to adopt, lae electric motor 
for street railway traction in preference 
to horses or cables The systems in nse 
in some of these places are very extended, 
that of Montgomery. Ala , counting about 
flfteen miles of road, and transporting 
pT«r a million passengers annually Elec 
trio roada many miles in ■leneth are also 
operated In some of the Caliromla dties 
moat noticeably San Diego and Loa 
Angelas. 

A enocEsspuL ratlroaxi. 
Recently a road twelve miles long was 
opened in Rlclunond, Va., represented by 
Its munagers. in a letter published In The 
Electrical Eleview, to be a road of peculiar 
difficulty in operating on accoimt of the 
sharp curves and dltllcult grades Some 
iff these grades reijch the maximum ever 
ovaroome by motota depending on tnc od 
bealveness of their wlieels to the tracks 
and In the length there are no leas than 
seventeen curves around right angled cor 
uers. Yet the managers write with the 
utmost enthusiasm of the snccessful 
operation of the road In every partiou 
lor The ears of tlje road, described as of 
a very elegant pattern, are not only pro 
pelled by electricity, but they are lighted 
by electricity which naturally follows, 
and when the cold weather comes they 
are to be heated by electricity, in accord 
auce with a system not yet generally 
,introdaoed, but for which patent* have 
been obtained. 

Another field where the utility of the 
electric motor la soon to be illustrated on 
a large scale is found In the mining dis 
trict of Butte county. Col. Among the

That in the 
white race the depressive types of mental 
dlsoase aro most frequent In the Qermanlc 
aud Scandisftyian peoples, and least so In 
tho Celts; the reverse of this appears to 
bo tho case as to tho exalted or maniacal 
tj^iGS. 2. That general pur.ilysis Is not a 
disorder to which any inco is immune, but 
one that depends upon causes indejiendeut 
of racial or national poctiliiiritic'S, !! 
That the well Itiiowu fact tliat insanity is 
much more common anioug tho I'oreigti 
bom than among natives in tills coiui 
try is not to any great extent explninablo 
by the shipment of tho Jefcctivo clas3e.s 
of Europo to America.
